Also present at the meeting were Alder- 
man Ed Lucasse, and Jay Smith, general 
manager of the Inter City Coach Line Co. 


The minutes of the previous meeting 
were approved as printed. 


Mr. George Conway, representing the 
Parking Meter Advertising Company of 
Austin, Texas, spoke on a proposed plan 
of using the existing parking meter posts 
as a means of displaying advertising matter 
with a fixed percentage of the revenue 
going to the city. 


Mr. Conway was instructed to present 
his proposal directly to the City Council 
inasmuch as that body would have to 
take official action on the request before 
any consideration could be made on his 
proposal. 


A proposal to change the bus stop at 
the intersection of Cleo and Willow Streets 
was referred to the Traffic Engineer and 
the safety director of the bus company 
for investigation and report at the next 
meeting of the commission. 


A request that the bus stop at the corner 
of Logan Street and Gordon Street be 
moved to the far-side stop was laid on the 
table for further investigation. 


Carried. 


A request to have the bus stop at the 
eorner of Logan and Lenawee Streets 


changed back to a near-side stop was 
considered and a resolution adopted recom- 
mending that the City Council approve the 
change at this location from a far-side stop 
to a near-side stop. 


Carried. 


A protest was received regarding the 
present bus stop of the Beal Avenue line 
at Townsend and Allegan Streets. 


It was moved and suported that a reso- 
lution be sent to the City Council recom- 
mending that no change be made in the 
present bus stop. 


Carried. 


A request was received for a change in 
the route of the Washington Avenue bus 
line whereby service would be established 
over East Gier Street and North High- 
mount Street. 


A resolution was adopted recommending 
to the City Council that no change be 
made at the present time since Gier Street 
is not in proper condition for a bus route 
operation.

Carried. 


A petition was considered asking that 
the Cedar Street bus line be continued over 
Beech Street instead of Larch Street as 
of present. 


It was moved and supported that a reso- 
lution be adopted recommending that the 
City Council approve a change in the route 
of the Dakin Street bus to service this 
territory by using the following streets: 
south on Grand Avenue to Main Street; 
east on Main Street to Hosmer Street, 
there to connect with the present existing 
route of this bus line. This service, to- 
gether with the one offered by the Kala- 
mazoo Street line, would give bus service 
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within two blocks to anyone living be- 
tween Kalamazoo Street and Main Street.

Carried. 


A protest was received relative to the 
present far-side stop at the corner of 
Kalamazoo and Chestnut Streets. 


It was moved and supported ‘that a reso- 
lution be adopted recommending that the 
City Council approve a near-side stop at 
this location. 


Carried. 


A request was received from Mr. S. D. 
Hicks relative to several suggested changes 
on the Sheridan Street bus line. The 
communication was referred to the Traffic 
Engineer and the Safety Director of the 
Inter City Coach Line Company for investi- 
gation and report. 


A protest was received concerning the 
present far-side bus stop at the corner of 
Hazel and Holmes Streets. 


It was moved and supported that a reso- 
lution be sent to the City Council recom- 
mending that the council approve a near- 
side bus stop at this location. 


Carried. 


A request was received from Alderman 
Helms that the Traffic Commission make 
a study of the loading and unloading of 
trucks in the downtown business area. 


. The request was laid on the table for 
further study. 


COUNCIL PROCEEDINGS Bf 


A resolution was adopted recommending 
that the City Council amend the Traffic 
Ordinance to permit parallel parking on 
Michigan Avenue from Capitol Avenue east 
to Mill Street. 


Carried. 


A communication was received from Dan 
F. Reason relative to the congestion of 
traffic on East Saginaw Street between 
Pennsylvania Avenue and the bridge over 
the Grand river. 


This communication was referred to 
Commissioners Beck and Warner and the 
Traffic Engineer for investigation and _ re- 
port. 


A petition was received requesting a 
one-hour parking restriction in the 600 
block of Spring Street. 


It was moved and supported that a reso- 
lution be sent to the City Council recom- 
mending that the request be denied. 


Carried. 


A resolution from Alderman Munyon was 
received by the commission recommending 
that one-hour parking be established on 
both sides of West Michigan Avenue from 
Jenison Avenue to McPherson Street and 
on the south side of Michigan Avenue 
from McPherson Street to Verlinden Ave- 
nue. 


It was moved and supported that the 
City Council amend the Traffic Ordinance 
to provide for this change. 


Carried. 


The meeting adjourned at 10:00 P.M.

It was pointed 
out to the commission that the super mar- 
ket located at the corner of Cedar Street 
and Riley Street which causes all of the 
excessive parking on the street, has com- 
pleted an additional parking lot since the 
above petition was circulated. 


It was therefore moved and supported 
that the petition lay on the table until 
such time as the affect of the new parking 
lot might be determined in reducing the 
amount of street parking in that area. 


Carried. 


A request was received from the Board 
ot Cemetery and Park Commissioners to 
build a tool shed approximately 8 ft. by 
10 ft. on the municipal parking lot No, 1 
for the purpose of storing tools and equip- 
oe used in the maintenance of Ruetter 

ark, 


It was moved and supported that per- 
mission be granted to the Board to build 
this shed on the parking lot at a location 
to be determined by the traffic engineer. 


Carried. 


The traffic engineer submitted a recom- 
mendation that parking on the south side 
of Willow Street, between Princeton Ave, 
and Logan Street, be prohibited between 
the hours of 8 A.M. and 4 P.M., Monday 
through Friday. This recommendation was

It was moved and supported that a reso- 
Tution be sent to the City Council recom- 
mending that the Traffic Ordinance be 
amended to include this parking provision. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer submitted a recom- 
mendation that the present parking re- 
striction on Jerome Street, between Penn- 
sylvania Avenue and Holmes Street, be 
changed from the north side to the south 
side of the street. This change would pro- 
vide a considerable amount of additional 
parking for persons visiting the hospital 
and would in no way effect the traffic 
movement on the street. 


It was moved and supported that a reso- 
lution be sent to the City Council recom- 
mending that the Traffic Ordinance be 
amended to provide for this change in the 
parking regulation. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer submitted a diagram 
showing the increase in traffic accidents 
which have occurred at the intersection 
of Butler Blvd. and Michigan Avenue. A 
total of 14 accidents have occurred during 
the past year representing property losses 
of approximately $7500. It was suggested 
that a Stop sign be placed on Michigan 
Avenue at both approaches to Butler Blvd. 
in an effort to reduce the accident pattern 
at this intersection. 


It was moved and supported that a reso- 
lvtion be sent to the City Council recom- 
mending that the Traffic Ordinance be 
amended to provide for this regulation. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer submitted a recom- 
mendation that a traffic signal be installed 
at the intersection of Saginaw Street with 
Butler Blvd. and Chicago Avenue. Vehicle 


Street. Two bus routes travel this street, 
one of which requires access to Saginaw 
Street from Butler Blvd. In addition, a 
onsiderable number of school children also 
cross Saginaw Street at this intersection. 


It was moved and supported that a reso- 
ution be sent to the City Council recom- 
ending that the Traffic Commission be 
iven permission to contact the Michigan 
tate Highway Department to install a 
ignal at this intersection and that the 
tate participate in the cost of this install- 
tion. 


Carried. 


A petition was received to meter the 
ity-owned parking lot in the 200 block 
f south Grand Avenue which is now being 
eased to a private party. 


It was moved and supported that no 
ction be taken on this matter until plans 
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for the development of this lot have been 
completed. 


Carried. 


A petition was received from the Red 
Top Cab Company for permission to install 
e call box in front of the Porter Hotel on 
Townsend Street as well as the discontinu- 
ance of the call box now located on Holmes 
Street just north of E. Main Street. 


It was moved and supported that a reso- 
lution be sent to the City Council recom- 
mending that a cab stand be established 
on the east side of Townsend Street just 
south of Lenawee Street for use by the 
Veterans Red Top Cab Company and that 
a telephone call box also be authorized at 
this location. The Hotel Porter has filed 
no objection to this cab stand. 


Carried. 


A petition was received from the Darling 
Builders Supply Company for a one-hour 
parking zone on the east side of Turner 
Street north of North Street. 


It was moved and supported that the 
request of the petitioner be denied and 
that a letter be sent to them by the Traffic 
Engineer explaining the commission’s ac- 
tion on their request. 


Carried, 


Capt. Warner spoke briefly on the hazard 
caused by steel trucks parking on Larch 
Street and McKinley Street while waiting 
a make deliveries to the Motor Wheel 
‘orp. 


It was moved and supported that the 
Traffic Engineer send a letter to the Motor 
Wheel Corp. asking them to make such 
arrangements as are necessary in order to 
avoid the necessity of these trucks having 
to park on the above mentioned streets. 


Capt. Warner explained to the commis- 
sion the demonstration which had heen 
given recently by the manufacturer of a 
radar speed detector for use in counting 
traffic and determining the speed of such 
traffic at any given location. The Traffic 
Engineer was requested to include an item 
in the 1950-1951 budget for the purchase 
of such a piece of equipment subject, of 
course, to approval by the Council Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, 


The Traffic Engineer submitted a report 
on the lack of adequate protection to traffic 
at the crossing of the M.C.R.R. and the 
C. & O. R.R. tracks on Grand River Ave. 


It was moved and supported that a reso- 
lution be sent to the City Council recom- 
mending that favorable consideration be 
given to the installation of automatic sig- 
nal gates at the railroad grade crossings 
on East Shiawassee Street, East Grand 
Rover Avenue and North Larch Street. 


Carried.

The commission considered a petition re- 
questing that Riley Street, from Cedar 
east to Ray Street, and also Colvin Court, 
be designated as “No Parking” streets. 


It was moved and supported that a 
recommendation be sent to the City Council 
that the Traffic Ordinance be amended to 
provide for “No Parking’ in the area 
mentioned. 


Carried. 


The petition requesting one-hour park- 
ing in the 2700 and 2800 block of south 
Logan Street was laid on the table for 
one month pending further investigation. 


The petition requesting the improvement 


and metering of the off-street parking lot 
in the 200 block of South Grand was 
laid on the table pending a determination 
of the amount of money which would be 
available in the 1950-51 budget for im- 
proving this lot. 


A resolution was received from Alder- 
man Russell asking that parking be limited 
2 TWO HOURS in the 400 block of Beech 

treet, 


It was moved and supported that a 
recommendation be sent to the City Council 
requesting that the Traffic Ordinance be 
amended to provide for this change in 
the parking regulations. 


Carried. 


A communication was received from the 
Michigan State Highway Department re- 
garding the request for a traffic light at 
the intersection of US-16 (Grand River 
Avenue) and North Street. 


It was moved and supported that the 
communication be received and placed on 
file. 


Carried. 


The communication from John W. Moor- 
man asking for a bus stop at Capitol 
Avenue and Washtenaw Street was laid 
on the table for one month pending further 
investigation by the Traffic Engineer. 


The commission received a_ resolution 
from Alderman Helms asking that the 
subjejet of truck loading and unloading 
be given some consideration by the Traffic 
Commission and the Council Committee on 
Streets. 


It was moved and supported that this 
matter be considered at the public hearing 
to be held on the Truck Ordinance on 
Tuesday, March 7, 1950.

The communication received from George 
J. Bleibtry, General Traffic Manager of 
the Motor Wheel Corporation, regarding 
the unloading of steel trucks in the vicinity 
of their plant on North Larch Street, was 
received and placed on file. 


The Traffic Engineer submitted a recom- 
mendation that Barnes Avenue be made a 
STOP street from Washington Avenue to 
Boston Blvd. 


It was moved and supported that a reso- 
lution be sent to the City Council recom- 
mending that the Traffic Ordinance be 
amended to provide for this change in 
the traffic regulations. 


Carried. 


The commission considered a letter from 
Dan F. Reason in relation to the congestion 
of traffic on Hast Saginaw Street, from 
Pennsylvania Avenue west to the Grand 
River bridge. 


It was moved and supported that a reso- 
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lution be sent to the City Council recom- 
mending that parking be prohibited on 
the north side of Saginaw Street, from 
Larch Street to Center Street, between 
7 A.M. and 9 A.M., and on the south side 
of Saginaw Street, from Larch Street to 
the M.C. & C.&O. railroad tracks, between 
4 P.M, and 6 P.M. It is further recom- 
mended that these restrictions be in effect 
Monday through Friday only. 


Carried, 


The commission considered the proposed 
1950-51 budget for the Traffic Commission 
as submitted by the Traffic ngineer. 


It was moved and supported that the 
budget, as prepared, totaling $69,623.00, 
be approved and submitted to the Council 
Committee on Ways and Means.

A petition was received from the Ameri- 
ean District Telegraph Company relative 
to assigning a parking space for their 
emergency car in front of 110 W. Michigan 
Avenue. 


It was moved and supported that a 
recommendation be sent to the City Coun- 
cil that a permit be issued allowing this 
vehicle to be parked at the City Hall 
parking yard. 


Carried. 


A petition was received with 71 signa- 
tures from the Parent-Teachers Association 
of Eastern High School relative to the 
installation of a traffic light at the inter- 
section of Pennsylvania Avenue and Jer- 
ome Street. Also appearing in person to 
discuss this request were the following 
members of the Eastern High School 
Parent-Teachers Association: Mrs. Floyd 
Curtis, Mr. and Mrs. R. E. Janz, Mr. and 
Mrs. Manley Curtiss and Mr. Clarence 
Cunningham. 


After hearing comments on the need for 
a signal at this location, the request was 
tabled for one month pending investigation 
by the Traffic Commission. 


A communication was received from A. 
W. Porter of the 40et8 Society request- 
ing that the Traffic Commission withhold 
any decision on the proposed parking 
meter advertising contract until the first 
of May. 


It was moved and supported that no 
action be taken on the contract at this 
time. 


Carried. 


A request was received that parking be 
restricted to two hours on the south side 
of W. Shiawassee Street between Walnut 
Street and Pine Street. 


The Traffic Engineer was instructed to 
consult with the City Attorney regarding 
the possible use of the east half of Ferris 
Park as a free parking lot, 


Action for the request for a two-hour 


restriction on Shiawassee Street was de-) 


ferred until a report from the City Attorney 
was received. 


A petition was received asking for a 
one-hour parking limit in the 2700 and 
2800 blocks of South Logan Street. 


It was moved and supported that a 
recommendation be sent to the City Coun- 
cil that the Traffic Ordinance be amended 
to provide for one-hour parking in the 
2700 and 2800 blocks of South Logan 
Street and that favorable consideration be 
given te the request of the Peter Pan 
Bakeries, Inc., for permission to rezone 
certain parcels of property on Poplar 
Street which would be used for off-street 
parking. 


Carried. 


A request was received from the State 
Journal for relief from the parking re- 
strictions in the vicinity of the construc- 


, 
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tion area of the new State Journal build- 
ing at the corner of Lenawee Street and 
Grand Avenue. 


The Traffic Engineer was instructed to 
remove the one-hour parking signs in the 
200 and 300 blocks of East Hillsdale Street 
and East Lenawee Street; also, in the 
800 block of West Lenawee Street and the 
400 block of South Walnut Street. The 
two latter locations are for the purpose 
of providing parking for the construction 
employees at the Y.M.C.A. and the .Auto- 
Owners Insurance Building. 


The Traffic Engineer reported that a 
bus stop had been authorized at the north- 
east corner of Capitol Avenue and Wash- 
tenaw Street and that the bus stop at the 
southwest corner of Capitol Avenue and 
Allegan Street is being discontinued. 


A petition containing 79 signatures was 
received: asking that the bus stop at Penn- 
sylvania Avenue and Saginaw Street be 
changed from far-side stop to near-side 
stop. 


It was moved and supported that a 
recommendation be sent to the City Coun- 
cil that the request be denied. 


Carried. 


A letter was received from Mr. Clarence 
Morris, President of the Y.M.C.A. relative 
to the possibility of the City of Lansing 
‘taking over a parcel of property in the 
400 block of S, Walnut Street and main- 
taining it as a municipal parking lot with 
ome reservation for parking for Y.M.C.A. 
employees. 


The Traffic Engineer was requested to 
investigate this matter and report at the 
May meeting. 
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The Traffic Engineer submitted a recom- 
mendation that a 30-minute parking limit 
be established on the north side of the 
100 block of West Michigan Avenue from 
the Annex driveway to Capitol Avenue; 
the east side of the 100 block of North 
Capitol Avenue and the south side of the 
100 block of West Ottawa Street from 
Capitol Avenue to the City Hall drive- 
way. This recommendation is based on 
the request for a quicker turnover of 
parking for people wishing to transact 
business at the City Hall, the City Hall 
Annex and the Board of Water & Light 
offices. This change would involve the re- 
placing of 28 parking meter mechanisms 
at an estimated cost of $40 each. 


It was moved and supported that a 
recommendation be sent to the City Coun- 
cil that the Traffic Ordinance be amended 
to provide for this change in the parking 
regulations. 


Carried. 


This was the time set for the committee 
hearing on the proposed amendments to 
the Truck Ordinance. The following com- 
mittee representatives were present: LeRoy 
Muth, Morden Oil Co.; Herbert E. Bissell, 
Wolverine Oil Corp.; W. C. Leavenworth, 
Wolverine Oil Corp.; Lloyd C.. McKim, 
Teamsters Union No. 580; Bob Haggart, 
D & C Storage Co.; Don Boichot, Boichot 
Concrete Products; A. S. Corwin, Traffic 
Manager, Oldsmobile Division ; E, T, Lyons, 
Consolidated Freight Co.; and Arthur 
Kramer, South Pennsylvania Avenue prop- 
erty owner. 


After considerable discussion, the com- 
mission meeting was adjourned and the 
Traffic Engineer was. instructed to study 
the suggestions made by the committee and 
report back at the May meeting of the 
Traffic Commission.

It was moved and supported that a 
recommendation be sent to the City Coun- 
cil advising that in the opinion of the 
Traffic Commission, the use of parking 
meter posts as a means of displaying ad- 
vertising signs was not desirable and that 
no contract be entered into permitting such 
advertising between the City of Lansing 
and this or any other company. 


Carried. 


A petition was received requesting that 
the present route of the Beal Avenue bus 
line be changed. 


The petition was received and laid on 
the table with instructions that the Traffic 
Engineer and the Transportation Commit- 
tee of the City Council meet with the 
nter-City Coach Line Company to make 
ia general study of the bus routes in the 
City of Lansing so as to provide more 
onvenient transportation to outlying sec- 
ions of the city as well as more desirable 
ransfer point connections. 
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A petition protesting the bus stops made 
by the Cedar Street bus was received and 
placed on file. 


Decision on the request for a_ traffic 
light at Pennsylvania Avenue and Jerome 
Street was held over until the June meet- 
ing pending report of a study now being 
made in connection with that request. 


A protest was received from W. S. 
Beden reative to the removal of the one 
hour parking signs in the 400 block of 
South Walnut Street. . 


The matter was referred to the Traffic 
Engineer for investigation and report. 


The commission considered a petition to 
restrict parking on the south side of West 
Shiawassee Street from Walnut Street to 
Pine Street to two hours. 


It was moved and supported that a 
recommendation be sent to the City Coun- 
cil to amend the Traffic Ordinance to pro- 
vide for this regulation. 


Carried. 


The Traffic Engineer submitted a recom- 
mendation that one hour parking meters 
be installed in the following locations:

The special meeting of the Traffic Com- 
mission was called te order by the chair- 
man, Harold Hardy. 


Members Present—Beck, Ecker, Graham, 
Hardy, Hawkins, Parr and Warner—7. 
Members Absent—None. 


Also present were Mr. J. L. Foster of 
the Great Lakes Greyhound Lines and 
Mr. Forrest Hoesman and Mr. Arthur Rei- 
ser of the Trinity Lutheran School, 


The minutes of the previous meeting 
were approved as printed. 


Discussion was made of the outcome of 
the Public Hearing held on November 29th 
regarding the thirteen recommendations 
submitted by the commission to the City 
Council on October 9th. Inasmuch as 
nothing was actually accomplished at this 
hearing, this was laid on the table until 
such time as the commission would again 
bring these changes to the attention of 
the Council. 


The Commission discussed the advisa- 
bility of taking some corrective action on 
the parking conditions at Cedar Street and 
Holmes Road. 


It was moved and supported that a 
resolution be sent to the City Council 
recommending that the City Engineer con- 
tact the State Highway Department rela- 
tive to working out some plan to widen 
the east side of South Cedar Street and 
Holmes Road for a sufficient number of 
feet to provide parallel parking in front 
of the business establishments in that area 
and that the present curb cut be eliminated. 


Carried. 


The committee consisting of Mr. Beck, 
Mr. Parr and Mr. Anger was asked to 
give an account of their findings regard- 


ing the petition for one hour and no 
parking in the 900 block of Birch Street. 


The committee reported that no investi- 
gation had been made but they would 
submit a recommendation at the next 
meeting of the Commission, 


The committee consisting of Mr. Ecker 
and Mr. Anger was asked to give a report 
of the present development stages on the 
parking lot in the 200 block of South 
Grand Avenue. 


No report was made at this meeting and 
the matter was laid on the table. 


Mr. Parr was asked whether or not an 
ordinance could be drawn up to control 
the closing of certain streets, namely, 
Kalamazoo Street, Michigan Avenue, Shia- 
wassee Street and Saginaw Street, by 
switching movements during certain hours 
of the day. He advised the Commission 
that in his opinion such an ordinance could 
be drawn up. 


The Commission ordered Mr. Parr to 
prepare an ordinance which would prohibit 
switching movements between the hours 
of 7:30 a.m. to 8:30 a.m. and from 4:30 
p.m. to 5:30 p.m. and to submit his paper 
at the next meeting of the Commission. 


The Commission considered the request 
for a traffic signal at the intersection of 
East Grand River Avenue and Cleveland 
Avenue. 


It was the opinion of the Commission 
that a traffic signal at this intersection 
was not necessary. However, the matter 
was referred to the Traffic Engineer with 
instructions to consult with the Highway 
Department on the advisability of signal- 
izing this intersection. 


Mr. J. L. Foster of the Great Lakes 
Greyhound Lines appeared before the Com- 
mission to discuss the bus routes to and 
from the new bus terminal on S. Washing- 
ton Avenue and Lenawee Street. 
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The Commission was in agreement to 
all the bus routes submitted by Mr. Foster 
with the exception of the route to the west. 


After considerable discussion it was the 
opinion of the Commission that all Grey- 
hound inbound buses from Grand Rapids 
would come in from US-16 to Willow 
Street, west on Willow Street to Pine 
Street, south on Pine Street to Kalamazoo 
Street, east on Kalamazoo Street to Grand 
Avenue, south on Grand Avenue to Lena- 
wee Street, west on:Lenawee Street to 
the terminal. : 


Outgoing buses from the terminal exit 
on Washington Avenue will travel north 
on Washington to Lenawee Street, west 
on Lenawee to Capitol Avenue, north on 
Capitol Avenue to Kalamazoo Street, west 
on Kalamazoo Street to Pine Street, north 
on Pine Street to Grand River, east’ on 
Grand River Avenue to US-16. 


The Shortway, Suburban and Indian 
Trails buses will come in by way_of Sagi- 
naw Street, east on Saginaw Street to 
Pine Street, south on Pine Street to Kala- 
mazoo Street, east on Kalamazoo Street 
to Grand Avenue, south on Grand Avenue 
to Lenawee Street, west on Lenawee to 
the terminal. The outbound buses will 
leave the terminal by way of Washington 
‘Avenue to Lenawee Street, west on Lena- 
wee Street, west on Lenawee Street to 
Capitol Avenue, north on Capitol Avenue 
to Kalamazoo Street, west on Kalamazoo 
Street to Pine Street, north on Pine Street 
to Saginaw Street and west on Saginaw 
Street. 


It was moved and supported that a reso- 
jution be sent to the City Council recom- 
mending that the bus routes as amended 
by the Commission, be approved by the 
Council. 


Carried. 


Mr. Foster also brought up the present 
traffic hazard experienced by buses making 
right hand turns onto Lenawee Street from 
Grand Avenue. 


This matter was referred to Capt. War- 
ner with instructions to determine how 
much space should be vacated at the north- 
west corner of Grand Avenue and Lenawee 
Street to enable the buses to make this 
turning movement in safety. 


Mr. Hoesman and Mr. Reiser, represent- 
ing the Trinity Lutheran School, appeared 
before the Commission asking permission 
to close the 600 block of N. Chestnut Street 
during the noon hour each day during the 
school year to allow the students more 
safety in playing in the lot owned by the 
school. 


They were advised that the Traffic 
Commission did not have the authority to 
close this block and that permission 
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should be obtained from the Streets Com- 
mittee of. the City Council. 


It was moved and supported that the 
petition protesting making Cherry Street 
a “One Way” street be referred back to 
the City Council with a resolution that 
the original recommendation of the Traffic 
Commission stand and for the reasons 
given at that time. 


Carried. 


A letter was received from Yanks, Inc., 
requesting parking space in the 500 block 
of S. Washington Avenue. Also letters 
from Mr. Floyd Spagnuolo and Mr. Frank 
Spagnuolo protesting this request. 


It was moved and supported that a letter 
be sent to the City Council recommending 
that space be set aside for three taxi-cabs, 
one each for Courtesy Cab Company, Lan- 
sing Cab Company and Red-Top Cab Com- 
pany, immediately south of the terminal 
driveway on the east side of the 500 block 
of S. Washington Avenue and that only 
one cab from each company be allowed to 
park at one time. 


Carried. 


The petition requesting permission to 
park cars on the street in the 400 and 500 
blocks of Beech Street was tabled inas- 
much as this request has already been 
acted upon by the City Council. 


A petition requesting no parking at 
any time on the east side of Marshall 
Street north in the 200 block was received. 


This matter was referred to Capt. War- 
ner with instructions to, study the signa- 
tures on the petition to ascertain the 
extent of the trouble in this area and 
to bring his recommendations to the next 
meeting of the Commission. 


The request of Ald. Hayden that a 
study be made of the parking on Torrence 
court was referred to Capt. Warner and 
Ald. Hayden and that a recommendation 
be made at the next meeting. 


A letter was received from Harold L. 
Norris, Supt. of the Pleasant Grove School. 
relative to the hazard occurring in the 
West Junior High School area during cer- 


tain periods of the day while unloading. 


and loading school buses. 


It was moved and supported that a 
recommendation be sent to the City Coun- 
cil prohibiting parking on the west side 
of the 400 block of S. Chestnut Street, 
except for school buses. from 7:00 a.m.
